Twenty Theusand Rifles and 4.000, 
000 Cartridges Better Than 
a Recognition.

NEW YORK, April 8.—A letter from 
Antonio Maceo, one of the chief insur- 
gent leaders in the field, has been received 
at the Cuban revolutionary headquarters 
here. The letter was written at El Rubi, 
Pinar Del Rio, is dated April 14 and is ad- 
dressed to T. Estrada Palma. The writer 
says: 

“Just now with us everything goes on 
very well and there is no doubt of our 
ability to trilumph—if by no other means, 
then “by exhausting Spain. However, as 
an early termination of the war is what 
must be sought, and as I read in the papers 
that it is discussed whether the United 
States should intervene or not, and I have 
no doubt that, impelled by your patriot- 
ism, you make every effort to obtain what- 
ever may be beneficial for Cuba, I take the 
liberty of remarking that the surest way 
of bringing the war to a very early termi- 
nation would be to place here some 20,000 
rifles and four millien cartridges. If the 
United States, observing their own laws 
would not interfere with the shipments of 
arms and ammunition for us, it would be 
& great service rendered to Cuba. without 
rovoking any complications with Spain, 
or, ag I understand it, these shipments 
would be perfectly legal. 

I have been compelled by circumstances 


to resort to extreme measures. Gen. Wey- 
ler in his desire to gain glory and obstruct 
i= recognition of our belligerency, went 


in his proclamations so far as to promise 
1 planters that they would be able to 
grind their sugar cane, while to the gov- 
ernment he gore the assurance that the 
elections could be peaceably held, and to 
the country at large he declared that Pinar 
| Del Rio and some other provinces would be 
soon pacified. Some of the planters have 
shown themselves willing to believe that 
the General would keep his promise, and 
began to get ready for grinding. the cane. 

“Under the circumstances, I made up my 
mind to invade Pinar Del Rio again, in 
order to show that we are fully able to 
compel obedience to the orders of our Gov- 
ernment. * 

“I am perfectly satisfied with the success 
which has attended all my operations dur- 
ing this second invasion, which shall last 
es long as there is anything to destroy from 
which Spain may derive any revenue. As 
— will see, the discredit which the proc- 
amations of Weyler were intended to throw 
on our revolution has, through what we 
have accomplished, fallen on Spain, whose

been again plainly shown.“

slain by the Roentgen light. 

The germs were prepared by Prof. Hick- 
man of the bacteriological department, and 
subjected to the influence of the rays for 
two hours, when the microscope examina- 
tion showed that the diphtheria bacillus 
had almost entirely @sappeared.

NO. S. MAIL” ON HIS CARS 


Ordered to Erase These Werds on An 
Cars Not Actually Engaged in 
Carrying Government Mail. 


Another ideal has been shattered. 

John Scullin, who owns more street cars 
than some people do beer checks, will have 
to come down from his pedestal. 

Time was when the brass-buttoned, blue- 
coated guild and others not of the craft 
that manipulates the register fondly cher- 
ished the delusion that John Scullin cut 
all kinds of ice with the powers that be 


at Washington. 

There was even a tradition that when 
„Col.“ Scullin frowned the department 
clerks in the city opposite Georgetown 
quaked in fear, and that when the magnate 
uttered virile cuss words the Cabinet 
trembled like the traditional aspen leaf. 

Mr. Scullin himself fattened on these ru- 
mors, and in time came to think that he was 
indeed a great personage, a modern Colos- 
sus of Rhodes between whose outspread 
legs poh ny i cars passed in endless proces- 
sion; who had pent up lightning and unpent 
odoriferous belcher water to frighten his 
enemies. 

From harboring such delusions he came 
to believe that he was a power at the 
nation’s capital; that he would be honoring 
the plethoric Grover by offering him a 
position as conductor or transfer dispenser. 


In various ways he worked his little graft 
and laid his wires so well that he induced 
the, Postoffice Department at Washington 
to put mail cars on his labyrinthian lines 
in St. Louis. ; 

This was all right. Nobody kicked and 
Mr. Seullin was well on the way to being 
made an idol by those who wrote letters 
to themselves and to others, when it was 
developed as it often has been before, that 
John Scullin had a little scheme. 

The mail cars hadn’t been on 4 week 
when the wily magnate had a score of 
minions busy painting the magic words U. 
S. Mail’’ on every passenger car on his 
line. 

Just ten days ago the first of the newly 
labeled cars came out. 

They excited comment from the first. 

The knowing ones could only figure it 
out one way and that was that Col.“ 
Scullin was getting ready to force Federal 
protection of his cars in case of a strike. 

Some of those interested in the matter 
sought to learn by what authority Uncle 
Sam's name was used to grace a common 
ordinary trolley. 

They found local postal authorities woe- 
fully ignorant. 

Postmaster Carlisle was at first surprised 
and shocked and started on a bee line for 
the street railway man’s office. On second 
thought he concluded that Mr. Scullin must 
have gotten permission from Washington, 

So Mr. Carlisle did not interfere. 

Postoffice Inspector Johnson also thought 
the matter out of his jurisdiction. . 

Meanwhile the newly labeled cars bowled 
merrily on, 

„Col.“ Scullin himself when seen admitted 
that the United States Government had 

one out of its way to grant him the privi- 
ege of using its name on his cars. 


Then Superintendent of the Malls Robert- 
son came back from Washington, where 
Mr. Scullin had left him a week before, and 
acknowledged that he advised Mr. Scullin 
that he might put U. S. Mail’ on his rolling 
stock any old time. 

They thought differently at Washington, 
though, and when the news reached the 
Postoffice Department, Assistant Postmas- 
ser General asten came to St. Louis hot 
oot. 

He conferred with F. B. Norton, superin- 
tendent of the Seventh District of the Ralil- 
way Mail service. The two officials decided 
that Mr. Scullin was biting off more than he 
had a right to chew. 

They had a red-hot conference with the 
magnate. 

The result was that a small army of work- 
men was 2 Tuesday morning erasing 
the “U. S. Mail” signs from the cars, 

The magic words were on the cars just 
ten short, fleeting days. 

For this space of time Mr. Scullin was in 
his own estimation an integral part of the 
United States Government. 

Now he's wondering whether a man ma 
not push a good thing along too vigorously.

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RIVER APPROPRIATIONS, 


The Missouri Republican Congressmen

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—Uniless 
the Missouri Republican Congressmen whose 
appropriations for special sections in the 
river and harbor bill can get on the House 
Conference Committee they can do little to- 
ward charging the Senate amendments, 
‘which cut out the plums for their districis. 
There is very naturally a feeling of re- 
sentment harbored by Treloar, Clark and 
Tracey, who secured special appropriations 
for their districts. After the Senate 8 
the amended bill it will have to go to the 
conference, and if the House insists the 
Senate amendments may cause trouble. 

Aside from the Congressmen rsonally 
interested in the changes secured by Sena- 
tor Vest for the Missouri and Mississippi 
are concurred in. 

To the Secreta of War and the River 
Commission is left the expenditure of thé 
sums appropriated, and while this means 
that the Iny Levee, St. Charles, Liam 
Rocheport and Glasgow are not shut ou 
altogether, it is discretionary with the Com- 
mission where the money may be expended. 
The Missouri Republican members are to 
make no organized fight, although they do 
not take kindly to.the changes made by 
Senator Vest.

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THE SANTA MONICA SCANDAL. 


Senator Morgan’s scathing arraign- 
ment of Collis P. Huntington for corrupt- 
ly juggling the stockholders of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad out of the earnings 
and profits of that property for years 
and brazenly asking the remission of the 
millions of debt which that company 
owes the national government and of 
which he and the railroad harpies as- 
sociated with him have been the sole 
beneficiaries, is the most scandalous dis- 
closure that has occurred since the 
Credit Mobilier, whisky ring and De 
Golyer pavement jobs were exposed. It 
deserves to take front rank among these 
and other huge scandals incubated when 
Republican majorities controlled Con- 
gress, 

Senator’ Morgan’s exposure of Hunt- 
ington is fortified by facts supplied from 
the evidence glven by Huntington him- 
self before the Senate Committee on Rall 
roads.

The opponents of 
a bridge across the Hudson River act on 
the same absurd theory.

They care nothing 
for the inconvenience that citizens are 
put to from inadequate bridge facilities. 

American engineers and river men 
ought to be ashamed to oppose a third 
bridge for St. Louis on the ground that 
it would be dangerous to boats. Let them 
examine maps of the cities of London 
and Paris. The bridges there are very 
numerous and comparatively close to- 
gether, Yet, making allowance for the 
difference in size of the rivers and boats, 
the conditions in those cities were as 
difficult as they are on the Mississippi 
at St. Louls. To the small boats in use 
for passenger traffic on the Thames and 
the Seine the current is as strong and 
treacherous in those streams ds it is to 
the larger boats that are in use here. 

The problem the Thames boatmen and 
bridge builders had to contend with was 
complicated by the great and rapid rise 
and fall of the tide twice in every twenty- 
four hours. The engineers met this prob- 
lem by constructing stronger machinery. 

A third bridge a mile from the Eads 
bridge would not be dangerous to boats 
with modern machinery.

NEARING DEATH'S PORTAL. 


The Aged and Scholarly Francis Gar- 
vey in a Critical State. 


Counselor Francis Garvey, who has been a 
member of the St. Louis bar since 1866, is not 
expected to live through the day. 
Tuesday morning members of his family 
were at his bedside at his residence, 3512 
Laclede avenue, in momentary fear of the 
end. 
The indisposition that attacked Mr. Gar- 
vey two weeks ago soon developed into a 
complication of the dropsy, Bright's disease 
and the grip, and he has been sinking rap- 
idly ever since. 

Mr. * born 81 years ago at Rose - 
2 near Westport, in County Mayo, Ire- 
and, 
His career began in 1836, when he was ad- 
mitted to the bar after a regular course 
at Trinity College and the study of law. 
Immediately he took an active part in Irish 
politics and was attracted to Daniel O’Con- 
nell, who, in 18382, had secured the passage 
of the reform bill, became his friend and 
was his intimate until the death of the Irish 
patriot, im 1845. 
For thirty years Mr. Garvey practiced 
law in Dublin and in London, being as well. 
known at Temple Bar and the Inns-of-Court 
as at Dublim 
In the period from 1845 to 1849, the time of 
the great famine, Mr. Garvey devoted him- 
self to the relief of the poor, was made 
one of the distributors of the funds sent 
from the United States and became dis- 
burser of the fund contributed by the British 
Government. 
Mr. Garvey’s residence im the United 
States began in 1865. He resided in New 
York and in Chicago a few months, and 
came to St. Louis in 1866, being immediately 
enrolled as a member of the St. Louis Dar. 
Before the famine im Ireland Mr. Gar- 
vey’s income amounted to $100,000 a year. 
He enjoyed a large practice in St. Louis. 
He practicaly retired from the practice of 
law in 1890, but continued to take daily 
trips down-town,.being regularly seen in the 
rotunda of the Lindell Hotel. 
It was his custom to spend his summers 
at the seashore or in the mountains. 
Mr. Garvey'’s wife died itn St. Louis in 
1872. His family at present consists of a 
daughter, Emily, and four sons, George, 
Edward, Hallam and Chris. Hallam and 
Chris Garvey are commercial travelers, 
Hallam being also a member of the firm of 
Garvey Bros., railway contractors, with 
George and Kaward. George Garvey is a 
resident of Memphis, Tenn. Mr. Garvey has 
two grandchildren.
